Tlie  committee  aso  erred  in  figuring 
that  the  increase  over  last  year  in  the 
current  expenses,  debt  and  Interest,  and 
public  works  accounts,  will  exceed  last 
year  s  budget  by  upwards  of  $102,000 
In  making  up  the  totals  two  items  w  ere 
inadvertantly  left  out.  Tliese  were  ap¬ 
propriations  of  ^35,700  for  improve¬ 
ments  to  public  roads  and  $22,000  to  the 
account*  of  the  jail  and  penitentiary. 
The  aforesaid  appropriations  were  added 
to  tlie  tax  levy  of  189ft.  after  the  printed 
statement  was  issued. 

The  actual  amount,  therefore,  of  last 
year's  budget  was  $592,018.83,  ami  the 
actual  increase  this  yefer  will  be  but 
£U>.2tiH.03.  This  includes  the  extraordi¬ 
nary  items  of  $85,^00  to  the  special  ac¬ 
count  for  buildings  and  grounds  for  the 
County  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and 
$fifi.'»00  to  provide  for  interest  and  sink¬ 
ing  fund  on  the  $1,500,009  park  bonds 
that  are  to  he  issued  shortly.
